Bofton, O4.25. By a Gentleman arriv’d from the Bay 
we are inform’d, that the Spaniards at the River Dew had 
fitted out 4 Pettiaugers, with 160 Men (fome of them run- 
away Negroes who had gone from their Mafters in the 
Bay) with an Intent to have kill’d and deftroy’d the Ia- 
habitants there. The Negroes were to thew them the 
Way to go to the feveral Houles ; and accordingly they 
proceeded on their Expedition, and at the Mouth of the 
Bay found a large Crate, into which they got, and row’d 
toa Place where there was a Sioop, which they thought 
they could ealily make them{felves Mafter of, and accord- 
ingly made halte towards her ; but, to their great Sur- 
prize, found it to be Capt. Davidfon in a Rhode Iilind 
Privateer, who let them come near enough to bim fo 
as te have the Advantage of {couring their Hides, which 
he did, by firing in among them his Great Guns, Small 
Arms, &c. which kiil’d many of them, and the Survi- 
vors were fo horrib'y furprized that they immediately 
jump’d over-board, which did not wholly excule them, 
tor feveral were kill'd as they were {wimming for the 
Shore ; alfo took four or five Prifoners. It is fuppoted 
that not more than 20 faved themfelves. Among thole 
that were kill’d were three or four of the old Renegado 
Captains that us’d to harrafs and plague our Englith Vei- 
fels that us’d that Trade ; and it is to be hop’d that (uch 
a Rebuff will calm their Stomachs for the future. 

Philadelphia, O4. 7. Friday laft was the Day of Ge- 
neral Election throughout this Proviace and Territories, 
according to the Charter. 

At this Ele&tion there was a greater Number of Votes, 
in all the Counties of this Province, than have appear’d 
tor feveral Years paft ; and (except in Bucks County) 
the Majority in favour of the old Aflembly was extrra- 
ordinary. In Lancafter County the higheft Number for 
the new Candidates was 362, the old had 1430; In 
Chefter the higheft for the new was 99, the old 96: ; 
In Philadelphia County the higheft for the new was 336, 
the old 1790. 

In this City, when the People of City and County were 
iffembled in the Market-place, and had juft begun the 
Choice of Infpector:, a Body of Sailors, fuppofed to be 
about 70 or 80, colleéted from feveral Ships in the Har- 
bour, appeared at the Foot of Market-ftreet, arm’d with 
Clubs, and buzziing march’d up in a tumultuous Man- 
ner towards the People. As they were moftly Strangers, 
and bad no kind of Right to intermeddie with the Elec- 
tion, and fome ill Confequence was apprehended if they 
fhould be fuffer’d to mix, with their Clubs, among the 
Inhabitants, fome of the Magiftrates, and other Perfons 
of Note, met them, and endeavoured to prevail with 
them to return peaceably to their Ships, but without ef- 
fect. For they fell on with their Clubs, and knocking 
down Mogiftrates, Conftables, and all others who oppo- 
fed them, fought their Way up to the Court-Houfle, and 
clear'd the Place of Election, the People retiring into the 
Market-Houle and Second-Street ina kind of Amaze at 
fuch unexpected and unufual Treatment. After the Sailors 
trad triumph’d a-while before the Court-Houfe, they 
march’d off, and the People, without parfuing them, 
continu’d and finifh’d their Ele€tion of Inipectors; which 
was no fooner done, but the Sailors returning more na- 
merous and furious than at firft, fell upon the People a 
fecond Time, and koock’d down all they came a-near ; 
feveral were carried off for dead, and the Confulion and 
Terror was inexpreflible. But the Inbabitanrs, !oling at 
length all Patience, furnifh’d themfelves with Sticks from 
the neighbouring Woodpiles, and turn’d upon the Sailors, 
who immediately fled to their Ships, and hid them felves, 
from whence they were dragg’d out one by one, and be- 
fore = go ot them were committed to Prifon. A 
good Watch was kept that Night to prevent any new 
Tumult, and the City has ever tince been quiet.
